Barcelona, Jan. 28 (ZP)*—Insur­ 
gent troops sought speedily to 
complete their conquest of all 
Catalonia by 
pushing beyond 
Mataro, north of Barcelona, to­ 
day as long lines of half-starved 
people besieged relief centers 
here. 
Rings of soldiers armed with 
bayonets were necessary to keep 
order in breadlines so large and 
insistent tha t they threatened to 
storm the food supply centers. 
Insurgent Generalissimo Fran­ 
cisco Franco is attempting to 
push the civil war to an early 
conclusion while caring for the 
needy, and then begin the task 
of reconstruction. 
Throughout the night a thous­ 
and truckloads of food from all 
parts of insurgent Spain entered 
this conquered city in an effort 
to end a pressing food shortage. 
They carried capacity loads of 
bread, milk, canned m eat and 
other provisions. 
Insurgents said they hoped the 
breadlines would disappear with­ 
in a week. Many people were said 
to have lived fof months on only 
lentils, water and a little bread. 
The job of maintaining order 
was turned over to a special corps 
of 18,000 armed men. A newly- 
formed municipal council was 
ordered to clean up Barcelona 
streets, littered with debris and 
tons of paper during the welcome 
to Franco’s soldiers when they 
entered this former government 
capital without a struggle Thurs­ 
day. 
Some women knelt in prayer 
on the sidewalks after getting 
their rations. There were

creasingly long lines of hungry 
persons who asked passing for­ 
eigners for bread.

Indianapolis, Jan. 28 — With 
the approach of the deadline for 
filing annual gross income tax 
returns covering'income received 
during 1938, the full penalties 
for negligence, delinquency, and 
fraud were cited by Clarence A. 
Jackson, director of the state 
Gross Income Tax Division, in a 
reminder that “saving” by delay­ 
ing the payment of gross income 
tax is poor economy. 
Tuesday, January 31, is the 
last day for filing without being 
delinquent.

'Statistics for last year show 
that for every $5.00 in delinquent 
tax John Public paid $1.00 in 
penalties,” Mr. 
Jackson 
said, 
“and for the full year a total of 
more than a quarter of a million 
dollars in delinquency charges.” 
“The Division has not as yet 
in any case invoked the full pen­ 
alties provided for in the law, 
and we hope it will not be neces­ 
sary to do so in the future. How­ 
ever, for their own benefit the 
public should be apprized of all 
the penalty provisions of the 
act.”

A 
marionette bear has such life­ 
like movements as the free toss­ 
ing of his head and the opening 
and closing of his mouth. 
Indian students are models for 
the dollmakers, and as models 
become actors reproducing the 
grimaces and the movements of 
their ancestors. All costumes are 
authentic down to the intricate 
gowns and the feather designs 
of war bonnets. 
An audience, watching intent­ 
ly, has to draw but little on its 
imagination as the puppet drum­ 
mer, seated on a rock, beats his 
drum white the eagle dancer first 
taps his foot lightly and then 
swings with wild but graceful 
abandon into the dance inter­ 
preting the eagle’s death. The 
sound effects and voices are pro­ 
duced by the Indian youths and 
maidens behind stage.

Go v ern o r Starke o f Misso u ri did n o t ex aggerate 
in u sin g the wo rd “Balkan izin g” to characterize 
the p resen t tren d. He su mmed u p the situ atio n 
in this co mp rehen siv e statemen t: 
“In so me in stan ces states hav e defin itely p re­ 
scribed n ew fro n tiers fo r bu sin ess. So me state 
legislato rs hav e en acted mu ch legislatio n co n ­ 
cern in g sp ecial p riv ileges fo r lo cal in terests. In 
fact, these state barriers co n stitu te a su bsidy fo r 
o rgan ized min o rities. Ex p erien ce has sho wn that 
while a few min o rity gro u p s reap the ben efits 
o f trade barriers, the great co n su min g p u blic 
p ay s the bills o n ce these barriers hav e been 
erected.” 
The co n su mers do p ay , bu t, as so o ften hap ­ 
p en s, they hav e been slo w to awaken to the tru e 
sign ifican ce o f the situ atio n as' affectin g them ­ 
selv es. Of the v ario u s su ggestio n s o ffered to the 
assembly , the o n e ado p ted fo r a so lu tio n thro u gh 
in terstate co mp acts ap p ears the mo st feasible.

In sho rt, the rev en u e fro m 19 38 p ay ro ll 
tax es was su fficien t to meet cu rren t ben efits in 
fu ll an d in crease the reserv e by $40,000,000, o r 
mo re than 4 0 p er cen t. This is co n clu siv e that 
the 3 p er cen t tax lev ied o n p ay ro lls — New Yo rk 
lev ies n o n e o n p ay en v elo p es — wo u ld be mo re 
than en o u gh to meet ben efits u n der co n ditio n s 
mu ch wo rse than p rev ailed last y ear. 
The rep ercu ssio n s fro m this are likely to sho o t 
in two directio n s.

needs care to be reaso nably cer­ 
tain of bringing the seedlings to 
planting size. 
In a tightly built box it is a d ­ 
visable to bore holes in the bo t­ 
to m to assist q uick drainage. "By 
covering the holes w ith pieces of 
bro k en po ttery , the soil is pre­ 
vented from leak ing thro ugh. If 
a box is loosely put to gether, 
w ith crack s betw een its boards, 
the drainage holes m ay be o m it­ 
ted. 
Fo r the finer seeds it is a n ex­ 
cellent plan to cut burlap to fit 
the box and lay it over the coarse 
drainage a nd then place the soil 
upo n it so that the bo x may be 


w atered by setting it in a pan of 
w ater and there will be no d a n­ 
ger of w ashing the tiny seeds or 
seedlings. Firm the soil and sow 
the seed thinly in rows. T his is 
b etter tha n sowing bro adcast as 
it will be appreciated w hen it 
comes to transplanting. 
Thin sowing is economy . Q uan­ 
tities of seed are w asted by too 
thick planting. The tiny plants 
crowd each o ther and none of 
them has a fair chance w hen 
they come up thick as fur. This 
necessitates early transplanting 
before the seedlings are stro ng 
eno ugh to be handled. 
Cover the seed boxes w ith a 
dam p clo th or piece of paper un­ 
til germ inatio n starts, then place 
a pane of glass over the top. R e­ 
move the paper o r clo th as soon 
as the first tiny spro uts break 
the soil. Wipe off the covering 
glass w hen w ater collects o n it 
fro m evapo ratio n. This will pre­ 
vent m o isture from dripping. 
D uring the day pro p up one 
edge of the covering glass for 
ventilatio n. 
Keep seed box soil m o ist b ut 
no t w et o r w ater-lo gged. Good 
drainage will tak e care of this, 
provided w ater eno ugh to so ak 
the soil is applied w hen needed, 
w hich is lik ely to be once a day . 
Give the seed box all the sun­ 
light possible. If the seedlings do 
no t have sufficient light they wil 
reach for it, growing tall, spind­ 
ly and weak . Hum id air is also 
desirable for them ; a k itchen 
window facing so uth is a good 
place for a seed box since the 
k itchen air usually has the m o st 
m oisture.
